METROPOLSS, Ill., April 4.—The Ohio 
River rose 3 inches last night, and a rise of 
2 more feet is expected although the river 
is reported on a stand at Evansville. The 
water here lacks six feet of reaching the 
h’'gh water of 1884. 
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Shawneetown is one of the oldest settle- | 
ments along the Ohio River, and is the 
principal trading point between Paducah and 
Evansville. It is situated in the heart of 
the great wheat country, and its 2000 inhab- 
itants are mainly of the wealthy farmer 
class. Much of the grain shipped on the 
river is loaded at this point, 

From a business standpoint St. Louis trav- 
eling men pronounce it the best town in 
Southern Illinois.

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SAGASTA DEFINES HIS 
POSITION CLEARLY. 


LONDON, April 4.—The Madrid _corre- 
spondent of the Standerd, telegraphing late 
to-night, says: 

“I have been able to obtain an interview 
With Senor Sagasta, the Premier, and to 
elicit from him a brief statement with ref- 
erence to the present critical situation. In 
the course of the conversation, Senor 
Sagasta said: 

‘In our recent negotiations with the 
United States we have used friendly and 
conciliatory language in explaining our 
views. Respecting the matters in dispute 
with regard to the Maine disaster, we safd 
we considered the question to be one for 
diplomatic negotiation and that if we and 
the United States found it impossible to 
come to an understanding on the conflict- 
ing opinions of the American and Spanish 
commissions as to the causes of the dis- 
aster the matter then ought to be submit- 
ted to technical experts and to the arbitra- 
tion of a naval or other power, who might 
be selected by mutual agreement between 
the two Governments. 

“On the second point we were able to in- 
form United States Minister Woodford 
that Gov.-Gen, Blanco had issued a procla- 
mation authorizing the return of the re- 
concentrados to their homes, and that the 
Spanish Government had sent 120,000 pounds 
($600,000) to the relief of the distressed 
Cubans, and would devote to the same ob- 
ject all the proceeds of reliefyin kind and 
money, amounting to 200,000 péunds ($1,000,- 
000), Which had bee® sent by’ Spanish resi- 
dents in Mexico. These measures are sup- 
plemented by the assistance already given 
by the Cuban autonomist Government. We 
have. never objected to relief being also 
sent by the United States, on condition that 
it did not have an official character or bear 
the appearance of intervention. 

“ “We did not object in principle to an arm- 
istice to the Cuban insurgents. We are:how- 
ever, of opinion that it does not behoove 
Spain to take the initlative, and that a sus- 
pension of hostilities ought to be asked for 
by the insurgents. We suggested that the 
United States Government might. if so in- 
clined, exercise its influence with the in- i 4. 
Surgents to induce them to apply for an 
armistice, with a view to further the ends 
of peace, on the understanding, however. 
tiff the armistice would be destined to lead 
to the submission of the insurgents to the 
new autonomous regime.’ 

“Senor Sagasta assured me that the ques- 
tion of the fndependence of Cuba or the sals> 
of that colony or any invasion of Spanish 
rights was not mooted in the recent nego- 
tiations.’’

At one place a mother had reached a safe 
spot and turned to help her husband, who 
had followed with their child.

His sen, a young man of 21, hed to climb 
upon the porch to rescue him, so quick was 
the rise of the water and when the two 
attempted to swim to safety, the younger 
man supporting the other, a floating house 
that came rolling and tumbling on the cur- 
rent overwhelmed them. 

A school teacher, whose name is supposed 
to be Josephson, was warned of the danger 
in time te get to the high ground, but in 
turning back to help her mother was 
caught with the elder woman in an eddy 
and they were drowned. One woman made 
an effort to save her lover by throwing a 
clothes-line to him fram the roof of her 
house. 

His house was swept away at the moment 
and he was thrown into the water.

GOV. TANNER ISSUE 
PROCLAMATI 


SPRINGFIELD, IL, April 4.—The Gover- 
nor’s proclamation is as follows: 


To the people of the State of Illinois: 

It is my painful duty to announce that 
a terrible disaster has overtaken the citi- 
zens of Shawneetown, in this State, which 
owing to the condition of the public treas- 
ury, am powerless to rélieve without the 
voluntary aid of the charitably disposed. 

At 4:45 o’clock on the afternoon of Sun- 
day, April 3, the levee which surrounds the 
city of Shawneetown broke and the city is 
under water and in the midst of a raging 
flood, pouring down from the north. It is 
six miles to land, and the current of the 
Ohio River is sweeping through the town. 
I am informed by Mayor Carney of Shaw- 
neetown that approximately one-fourth of 
the population has been drowned, all the 
property destroyed, and that the people are 
collected on the tops of the houses upon 
what remains above water of the levee, 
exposed to the rain without shelter and 
without one meal of food.

Phillips, President Ridgeway Bank, Ridge- 
way, Ill., which is the nearest po{fm from 
which the relief work can be carried on, 
This disaster appears from what can be 
learned, to be more appalling and imme- 
diate than the Johnstown. flood.

DROWNING WOMEN | 
3 AND CHILDREN. 

. EVANSVILLE, Ind., April 4.—The man 
who ventured out in a skiff at great peril 
to his own life to call on Evansville for help 
for Shawneetown said that the dam had 
shown weakness for several days. However, 
the people were lulled into security by the 
fact that a guard was put on the levee to 
give warning in case of danger. This man, 
who did not give his name, and who was so 
much excited that he could not be pre- 
vailed to stay long at the telephone, said 
that when he came he floated through 
streets ringing with the frightened cries of 
drowning women and children and with 
brave words of exhortation by tneir res- 
cuers. 

He said the whole neighboring country 
was flooded for miles and that telegraphic 
and telephone communciation would not 
likely be restored before Monday night. 

No news received at Evansville of the ar- 
rival of boats due at 2:30 a. m. 


RELIEF MUST BE 
RENDERED IMMEDIATELY. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, April 4—Dr. Wines, 
who wil! be in charge of the relief work, 


expects to reach Shawneetown some time 
to-night to begin his work. Dr. Wines, in 
an interview, says: 

“T have seen Shawneetown under flood be- 
fore, having several years ago made a re- 
port to the Governor. I am familiar with 
what the situation must be. I know the 
whole town must be under water, and there 
can be no relief except by boats. Many 
houses must be swept away and floating up- 
side down. The houses on higher’ ground, 
especially the lower stories, must be filled 
with water and business suspended, as all 
stocks are destroyed. 

There can be no doubt of the statement 
of the Mayor of Shawneetown that masses 
of people are on the housetops, witheut 
change of clothing, ‘without food or means 
of cooking it. At fifst it will require tem- 
porary a for food and shelter, and then 
to furnish permanent relief. My aim will 
be to assist the local committee with im- 
mediate relief. This must be sufficient and 
adequate. After the water is gone it will 
probably be necessary to build ‘houses for 
some of the poorer people, as was done 
after the Johnstown flood.”’ 


SPECIAL RELIEF TRAIN 
WITH FOOD AND COFFINS. 


A special relief train over the N. & N. 
will leave Springfield, IIL, this afternoon 
and arrive at East St. Louis at 5 o’clock, 
on the way to Shawneetown, Three cars 
of provisions will be added on East Side, 
together with a carload of coffins from this 
city. The coffins were ordered by the Ad- 
jutant-General of Illinois from a St, Lou's 
factory. 

Merchants and business men of this city 
are anxious to join in the work of relief, 
and are only waiting to learn In what direc- 
tion thelr generosity may be directed, Dur- 
ing the day they sought information along 
this line, and by Tuesday morning they

MANY COLORED PEOPLE 
AMONG THE LOST. 


RIDGEWAY, IIL, April 4.—According to 
the best information here as to the flood 
at Shawneetown, the levee on the north was 
the one that broke, The north end of Shaw- 


neetown, except the main street near the 
river, was built up mainly of one-stor 
buildings of inferior construction, whic 
were mainly inhabited by negroes. The 
colored population numbered about 700, or 
one-third of the total. Many of their houses 
were overturned by the water, and the oc- 
cupants drowned. It is believed here that 
the larger portion of those lost were col- 
ored people.

‘TALK WITH THE MAN 
WHO BUILT THE LEVEE. 


John Branch, now conductor of the Belle- 
ville accommodation train on the Air Line, 
had charge of the construction train which 
hauled the dirt for the Shawneetown levee. 
He is thoroughly familiar with the sur- 
rounding country. His wife’s relatives live 
there and he always spends his vacations 
fishing in the neighborhood. 

“If the north levee broke, there are 300 
people dead,” he gaid positively Monday. 
“There must have been a depth of nearly 
18 feet of water behind it. The pressute was 
enormous. 

“The levee was built by the Baltimore & 
Ohio Southwestern Railway under contract. 


I was in charge of the train which carried 
the dirt from a place called Sand Cut back 
in the hills. I hauled 425,000 feet of earth. 
It was a sort of loam, not the best adapted 
for the purpose, but the best which could 
“be obtained. 

“The levee completely encloged the town. 
It started at the hills, about a mile and 
a half back from the river bank, ran to the 
bank along the river front about a-mile, 
and back to the hills by an _  irreguiar 
course, * 

“I think it must have broken half way 
back above the north levee. The front 
levee and the upstream corner had been 
riprapped by -the government. 

“The business part of the town fronts 
the river. There is a large hotel and many 
substantial business houses. Along the in- 
side of the north levee is a string of negro 
habitations, and everyone living there must 
have been drowned. The south levee must 
have been swept away. The only refuge 
must have been on the riprapped levee. 

“A vast quantity of water spreads over 
the country north of the North Levee. A 
few years ago it was seen that the levee 
was going to break and the water was let 
through gradually back at the base of the 
hills. Even with every precaution taken, 
12 houses were carried fr@m their founda- 


tions,

‘*The track ran 
around the town on top of the levee. I un- 
derstand the road ts in operation to Cypress 
Junction. That is four milés from Shawnee- 
town. To get ‘to Shawneetown it will be 
necessary to take a boat from Cypress 
Junction across the low ground to the hills, 
walk across them and take another boat to 
Shawneetown. The population of the town 
was about 1500."’ 

The parents ‘of Mrs. Branch and her 
brother and aunt lived in an exposed part 
of the town. Nothing has been heard from 
them. Mr. Branch will leave for Shawnee- 
town Monday night. He has slight hopes of 
finding any of them alive. 


SPECIAL RELIEF 
TRAIN FROM SPRINGFIELD. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, II1., April 4.—Gov. Tan- 
ner this morning issued a proclamation 
declaring that relief should be afforded the 
sufferers of the Shawneetown disaster. 

The proclamation asserts that the cal- 
amity is more terrible than the Johnstown 
flood and that he has advices from the 
Mayor there to the effect that one-fourth 
of the population is drowned. 

A relief train is ordered to leave this 
city at 2 o’clock this afternoon via. St. 
Louis. The train will be loaded with tents 
from ‘the State Arsenal, and with coffins 
and provisions. Dr, Fred H. Wines, Sec- 
retary of the 


State Board of Charities; 
Fred Dodds, his clerk, and assistants from 
the Adjutant-General’s office. 

Gov. Tanner has ordered Col. J. B. Smith 
of Clay City to go to Shawneetown and 
take charge of the camp. 

Miss Julia Lathrop of the Hull House 
and a member of the State Board of Char- 
ities has been asked to assist, Dr. Wines 
in the relief of the sufferers. 

There is no appropriation of State funds 
available for this relief and the money will 
be advanced by State officials. It will aft- 
erwards be raised by popular subscription. 


NO TRAIN INTO TOWN 
SINCE EIGHT DAYS AGO. 


There has been no direct railroad con- 
nection with Shawneetown for several days. 
Mr. Frank Wiedner, chief of the Telegraph

Hugh O’Hara Threw Himself 
From a Fourth Story Porch.

DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS. 


Deceased Was a Suffcrer From Dropsy 
and Heart Disease, but Had 
Made No Threats to 
Commit Suicide. 


Hugh O'Hara hurled himself to instant 
death, from a fourth-story porch at St. 
Mary’s Infirmary Sunday night. 

He fell nearly & feet, striking upon his 
head. 

Noise of the fall attracted immediate at- 
tention from the sisters in charge of the 
infirmary, and when they reached the quiv- 
ering form of O’Hara, all hope of life had 
gone out, and he died without speaking. 

O’Hara was a laborer, 48 years old, a na- 
tive of Ireland and had recently been in 
adverse circumstances. So far as known he 
had no relatives in St. Louis. 

The story of O'Hara and his frightful 
plunge to death was told in the Coroner's 
office Monday by Sister Margaret Mary of 
the infirmary. 

“O’Hara came to our hospital March 22 
of this vear,” said the sieter, “suffering 
}from dropsy and heart trouble. He was 
so orderly and quiet that he required no 
special watching. 

“Sunday night about 9:30 o’clock he left 
his room and went out on a fourth story 
porch. No attention was paid to him, ‘ 
cause there was nothing to indicate that he 
would harm himself. e next we knew of 
him he had fallen to the ground, The 
porch ig surrounded by a high railing, but 
O’ Hara had evidently climbed it. Otherwise 
he could not have fallen. 

‘‘He died almost instantly. He was a gen- 
tlemanly old man, inclined to be reticent,”’ 


Dr. 1. F. Neuhoff, one of the infirmary 
physicians, says that O’Haera had an incur- 
able case of heart d se. 

“Several days o his intellect was a lit- 
tle cloudy,’’ said the doctor, “‘as frequently 
occurs in such cases, owing to congestion. 
But he was always easily managed and 
when I saw him at noon yesterday he was 
in his right mind.’’ 

After investigation the Coroner found eae 
verdict that O’Hara’s death was due to a 
fall received during a fit of temporary in- 
sanity. The sisters at the infirmary do not 
believe ¢iat O’Hara contemplated suicide. 


OTHER TOWNS HAVE SUFFERED 


Wind and Water Have Played Havoc 
With Southern Illinois. 


Southern Illinois towns have suffered ex- 
tensively from wind and water during the 
last ten years. 

In February, 1888, Mount Vernon was 
swept by a tornado. It was Sunday after- 


noon and the majority of the inhabitants 
were at their homes. 

Muny people were killed and the town 
was so badly wrecked that it did not re- 
cover from the effects of the storm for 
several years. Subscriptions were taken all 
over the State to alleviate the condi- 
tion of the stricken people. 

March 19, 1890, a terrible tornado struck 
Cairo. Several steamboats were wrecked 
and carried down the river. Half of the 
business houses along Ohio levee, Washing- 
ton avenue and Commercial avenues—the 
principal business streets—were unroofed, 
and many private residences were de- 
stroyed. Several persons were killed and 
many more injured. 

The same storm struck Mound City, 
seven miles up the Ohio River, and did 
great damage to property. 

Continuing up the river to Metropolis, it 
struck the town broadside. Two churches 
were practically destroyed and thousands 
of dollars’ worth of damage was done to 
other property. One woman was killed and 
many persons were injured, 

In June, 1894, a severe storm struck 
Cairo. Several houses were wrecked and 
four men were drowned. 

May 2, 18%, the day before the great 
tornado, a heavy wind storm was felt 
at Cairo. Great property damage was the 
result. The ferryboat Katherine was over- 
turned in the Mississippi River and 13 per- 
sons were drowned. 


jCOFFINS FOR SHAWNEETOMN, 


Car Load of Hospital Caskets to Join 
the Relief Train. 


The Mound Coffin Co. of 2002-2008 North 
Second street received an order at noon 
Monday for a carload of coffins, to be 
coupled to the relief train in East St. 
Louis and sent to the scene of the flood. 

The order was signed by Thomas C. 
Smith, an undertaker at Springfield, com- 
missioned by the Governor to look after 
the securing of caskets. The telegram asked 
that the carload be in Fast St. Louis ready 
for shipment at 3:15 p. m. . . Loge- 
man, manager of the company, wired that 
he could not have the caskets ready be- 
fore 5p. m. He thinks this will be in time 
to catch the relief train. 

The coffins to be sent will be of medium 
size, in a variety of lengths. They will 
be of a cheap quality, known as “hospital 
specials.”

On the 
contrary he says in plain terms “the great American Repub- 
lic is destined to intervene sooner or later,’’ but he adds that 
such action will be fruitful of peace only if through it Cuba 
obtains absolute independence. 

This is exactly what the vast majority of the American peo- 
rle have insisted upon. General Gomez does not wish to en- 
courage any lingering annexation sentiment or half-way meas- 
ures and hence emphasizes ‘absolute independence.” 

The letter is not inconsistent with the resolution before the 
Senate, All agree that Cuban independence is the object of 
American intervention and the logical outcome of Cuban and 
American history. General Gomez repeats this view and his 
letter is but another invitation to the American people to be 
true to themselves. 

But even if there were opposition on the part of Cuban lead- 
ers to American intervention that does not dispose of the foul 
blow struck at the Nation when the Maine was destroyed. Our 
own honor and interests demand reparation and atonement— 
Punishment for the Maine crime—Freedom for Cuba.

Rev. S, H. Werlein Finds Scrip- 
tural Warrant for a Dec- 
laration of War. 


Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold 
on eternal life, whereunto thou art alsé 
called, and hast professed before many 
Witnesses.

Rev. 8. H. Werlein of the Lafayette Park 
M. E. Church preached a war sermon from 
the above text Sunday night, his subject 
being “A Declaration of War.” 

Man, he declared, was a fighter from hie‘ 
birth. As a child he had to fight for life, 
later for an education, still later for a live- 
lihood. There was a continual conflict be- 
tween labor and capital. After touching on 
social conditions, and the Turkish-Arme- 
nian conflict, the speaker dwelt on the 
Status of the Cuban revolution. 

Between 400,000 and 500,000 people had 
starved to death, he said, since the conflict 
began. Spain's purpose was to annihilate 
the people of Cuba, and they had shown, in 
the crueities perpetrated on a helpless peo- 
ple, that they were a semi-barbarous race, 
blood-thirsty, treacherous, and murderous.

TOOK POISON AND DIED. 


Suicide of a Cohsumptive When His 
Hope Had Departed. 


Despairing of ever regaining health Wil- 
liam Nearman, a patient in the consumptive 
ward at the City Hospital, committed sui- 
cide Sunday night. 


Nearman was 34 years old, and a month 
ago entered the hospital. He gave his ad- 


no relatives. Though rapidly approaching 
the last stages of consumption when re- 
ceived he was not sure what ailed him. He 
asked the doctors repeatedly if his disease 
were curable and tinsistéd on knowing the 
truth, 

The evasive answers given by the doctors 
did not satisfy him.

On a shelf beneath the medicine chest was 
kept a bottel of sanatos, a disinfectant 
whose main ingredient is carbolic acid. 
Nearman watchéd his chance, and when un- 
observed poured a quantity into a cup and 
drained the contents. Then he crept toward 
his cot. In a few minutes his condition be- 
came known. All remedies were tried witn- 
out avail. At 7:90 o’clock Sunday night he 
died. An inquest will be held Tuesday. 


TRIED TO KILL HIMSELF. 


Man With a Delirium Makes Desperate 
Efforts at Suicide. 

Barney Smith was arrested and taken 
from the Cherokee House, Sixth. and Mar- 
ket streets at 3 o’clock Monday, just in 
time to be saved from self-destruction. He 


had delirium tremens and was about to 
jump from the window on the third floor, 
when the-night clerk rushed in and seiz 
him.

NAPOLEON IVES, AFTER DEFEAT- 
ING SCHAEFER, REFUSES 
TO ACCEPT IT. 


A VERY SENSATIONAL SCENE. 


The Incident a Climax to the Na- 
poleon’s Hatred of a Certain 
Billiard Table Company. 


The big crowd ‘which attended the 
Schaefer-Ives billiard match in Central Mu- 
sic Hall, Chicago, Saturday night, was 
treated at its close to a genuine sensation.

Then he donned his high s.Jk hat and 
stepped briskly away and out of the build- 
ing. ; 
The incident was the climax of a long 

eriod of resentment which Ives is said to 
coos entertained toward the billiard com- 
pany that promoted the contest, Those few 
of the crowd that heard the remarks under- 
stood Ives was in earnest. 

Ives’ act will cause all sorts of complica- 
tions. To whom the championship now be- 
longs is a question. Schaefer formerly held 
the medal. Ives challenged him for it and 
won. He gave it away at once. Possibly 
Jake can claim it again; probably he can- 
not. Perhaps there is no champ‘onship now. 
At any rate there is likely to be a redhot 
squabble over the matter.

The most no- 
ticeable part of their make-up readily sug- 
geated a name for them. Previous to that 
ball tossers either strapped their trousers 
around their shoes, as Uncle Sam does in 
pictures, or wore them clamped about their 
ankles like the bicycie riders with trouser 
guards, 

Before the modern baseball unifotm came 
to be regarded as the most comfortable 
and senSible all the leading clubs tried ex- 
periments in garb and exhausted almost 
every combination of colors that could be 
worn on the field.

SPIRITUALISTS CELEBRATE. 


Golden Anniversary Observed and 
Curious Exhibits Shown Sunday. 
The semi-centennial of spiritualism was 
celebrated by local spiritualists at How- 
ard’s Hall, Olive street and Garrison ave- 

nue, Sunday afternoon and evening. 

The principal speaker was Mr. Thomas 
Grimshaw of England. In reviewing the 
progress of spiritualism he stated that, ac- 
cording to the last report of the national 
association there were in the United States 
600 societies, 300 public expositors of spirit- 
ualism und 800 who gave private demonsira- 
tions. Spiritualistic societies owned $1,500,- 
000 worth of property and the estimated

The speeker dwelt on the value of organi- 
zation. Many spiritualists, he said, havin 
been freed from the thraldom of sect an 
creed, had some fear of getting back into 
the same condition under another name, but, 
he said, organization would give them 
strength and shield them from persecution.

RESPONDED TC THE PUB- 
LIC DEMAND. 


MERIT SYSTEM AMENDMENT. 


Prominent Republican Shows the Wide 
Difference Between Now and 


Three Years Ago. 
‘ 


It 1s recalled at this interesting juncture 
of muni¢ipal affairs that the following ordi- 
nance was passed by the Municipal Assem- 
bly and approved by the Mayor on April 4, 
1895: 

An ordinance creating a commission to prepare 
amendments to the City Charter and report the 
same to the Municipal Assembly.. 

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of 
the city of St. Louis, as follows: 

Section 1. A commigvion, consisting of the 
Mayor, Comptroller, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, President of the Council, 
Speaker of the House of Delegates and ay 
Counselor, is hereby created, whose duty it sha l 
be to prepare amendments to the City Charter 
and report the same to tue Municipal Assembly. 
“This commission,” said a prominent Re- 

publican, “consisted of Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
Mayor; Isaac H. Sturgeon, Comptroller; 
Robert EK. McMath, President of the Board 


of Public Improvements; Charles Nagel, 
President of the Council; the Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, and W. C. Marshall, 
City Counselor. All of these gentlemen had 
had large experience in city affairs, having 
held various public positions in the gat 
ernment. o of the commission, > 
Marshall and Charles Nagel, were prominent 
lawyers. It was an able commission, and 
after months of earnest labor it wees 
amendments to the city charter which were 
submitted to the Municipal Assembly. 
“The experience of City Counselor Mar- 
shall in defending various suits against the 
city made him and Mr. Nagel invaluable aids 
in preparing the amendments to be sub- 
mitted to the voters of the city and to pass 
judgment upon. 

“The report was quite voluminous, and 
covered all matters that seemed to require 
amendment to the city charter, and the 
amendments were so prepared that there 
was no difficulty in voting down any one 
of them that might not meet with popular 
favor, without voting down the others. 

“The commission time and again invited 
the leading citizens of St. Louis to come 
before it and give their views on the various 
questions to be treated. Col. James QO. 
Broadhead, Hon. Henry Hitchcock and Gen, 
John W. Turner, a cbgnmittee representing 
various business orga ations of the city, 
presented the amendment to the charter 
providing for the merit system. The com- 
mission ananimously decided that the citi- 
zens should have the right to pass upon 
this question. They felt that it Was ob- 
ligatory to submit this amendment, coming 
from such a high source, and thus to allow 
the people to say Whether they wanteg the 
merit system or not. It seems a grave 
mistake on the part of the gentlemen in 
the Council having charge of amendments 
to the City Charter to have utterly ignored 
the action of the able, experienced and in- 
telligent commission ‘that prepared the 
amendments to the City Charter which 
were submitted to the Municipal Assembly, 
and it is not believed the voters will sanc- 
tion thefr action in so doing. 

“The committee of the Council having in 
charge these amendments at the present 
time have had no large experience in mu- 
nicipal affairs, and none of them are law- 
yers; none of them had the experience such 
as Counselor Marshal had in testing many 
of the legal questions under the City Char- 
ter, and consequently he knew how a draft 
amendments so that they would stand the 
test of judicial inspection and interpreta- 
tion, and amendments to the Charter pre- 
pared under such able legal advice as that 
of Mr. Marshall and Mr. Nagel] it would 
seem should have had better treatment. 
“It is almost certain that if the amend- 
ments prepared by the Council committee 
are submitted to a vote of the people they 
will be lost, and the city will be out some 
$35,000 by holding this special election. It 
seems an unwise thing to submit amend- 
ments in piecemeal; far better to have sub- 
mitted them as prepared by the commission 
created, and hold one election, at which 
they could pass upon all and vote upon any 
that em 4 feel should be adopted. Submit- 
ted in piecemeal, every special election on 
them will cost the city about $35,000, and it 
should be remembered that if the amend- 
ments which the Council committee pro- 
poses to submit to the voters weal te 
voted down, no others could be submitted 
for two years thereafter. 

“These facts should be earnestly brought 
to the attention of the Municipal Assem ly 
and our fellow-citizens, with the hope that 
it is not too late to remedy the mistake 
which is likely to be made. Every citizen of 
St. Louis should put his foot down upon the 
proposed amendment to vest in the Board 
of Health the power to lease to a privato 
company the pr vilege of filtering our water. 
The city, under its Commission of Water- 
works, should take care of that and all mat- 
ters relating to our Waterworks, and every 
effort, coming from whatever source it may, 
to give over the Waterworks in any shape 
or form to any private corporation should 
be frowned down by every true and loyal 
citizen, Let us-settle for all time t at 
neither filtering of the water nor anything 
relating to the Waterworks shall ever pass 
into private hands. If this amendment 
should eome before the people I hope it wil? 
be buried so deep that the hands of resur- 
rection can never bring it up again.”
